Matthews has operated 
fruit. packing houses in the valley 
for a number of years, and has 
packed and shipped fruit through 
the Randolph company. Floyd Wib 
son was for some years proprietor of 
a cleaning and dyeing establishment 
in Covina, but has recently been 
engaged in buying cull oranges and 
lemons, and in trucking fruit. Rob- 
rt L. Cone, also of Covina, has 
eon engaged in. fruit handling for 
omo time. Matthews, and Wilson, 
were each held in $7500 cash bail, 
.nd Waters and Cone in $5000 each.

The eighteenth amendment to the 


constitution was a mistake, and 
never should have been enacted, Ed- 
ward F. Trefz, formerly secretary 
for the United States chamber of 
commerce declared in an address 
Tuesday evening before 250 men at 
the first fall meeting of the asso- 
ciated chambers of commerce of the 
San Gabriel valley, in the Woman's 
clubhouse at Sierra Madre. 


Believing that the liquor traffic 


should be outlawed, the rioted speak- 
er said that the act making it illegal 
should have been le'gislative. Talk 
of repeal or' modification of the 
amendment is idle, he said. The 
amendment is in the constitution for 
as long as this government endures, 
because it can orfly be repealed 
through action in complete reverse 
of the action that placed it there, 
which is to submit the question to 
the legislatures of. every state in 
the union, which, in his opinion, 
would mean that the amendment 
would be overwhelmingly backed by 
a preponderance of the states of the 
union. 


The speaker quoted Henry Ford as 


saying that "intoxicating liquor and 
the automobile are incompatible, and 
one of the other must stay gone.' 
The speaker's appeal was for an un- 
divided support of the constitution, 
declaring that no nation had ever 
been destroyed from without, but 
that when, weakened from within the 
attacks from the outside crumbled it 
inward.

For the Purposes of Record— 


"The board of supervisors of Los Angeles 


county shall be, and they are hereby designated as, 
and empowered to act as, ex-officio, the board of 
supervisors of said Los Angeles county flood con- 
trol district, and said board of'supervisors is here- 


• 
by Vested with the same powers, and shall perform 
the- same duties for and on behalf of said district, 
and the government thereof, to carry out the ob- 
ject and purposes of this act that the hoard of 
supervisors of Los Angeles county now have or 
may hereafter have by law for Los Angeles 
county.'' 
The above is section three of the act creating the Los 


Angeles county flood control district, approved June 12, 
1915, page 1502 of the California statutes of that year. A 
considerable amount of totally irresponsible propaganda 
concerning the purported violation of this section by the 
board in allotting flood control affairs to one of its mem- 
bers instead of administrating flood control through the 
board sitting as a whole has appeared of late. The idea of 
this propaganda is to discredit Supervisor Graves, who is 
chairman of flood control. 


The board of supervisors is now, and at all times has 


been handling all flood control matters as a committee of 
the whole. Plans and specifications for dams, channels, 
and all work of the flood control department, are submitted 
to the board by Chairman Graves, and are passed upon and 
decided by the full board. Not a single appropriation is 
made, nor a plan approved except through the approval of 
all, or a majority, of the board. Heads of departments of 
the flood control office are hired or fired through the con- 
currence of the board of supervisors. Flood control policies 
are laid before the whole board and decided by the full 
board. The chairman of flood control has no more power 
in flood control than have the rest of his colleagues. Only 
last Monday a few minor changes were recommended by 
the flood- control engineer, relative^ to the project in the 


W^ 
i by one, by the fuill board of supervisors. TMsr has always 


been the procedure, and no change in procedure is contem- 
plated. 


Yet, for purposes of spreading ill will and embarrass- 


ing the flood control department, the propagandists have 
created this bugaboo of straw, and seemingly care nothing 
as to facts if they can only engender a feeling of unrest 
and lack of confidence in order to gain their own political 
ends. This is all a part of the crude scheme to gain politi- 
cal control of flood control in the interests of a few in Long 
Beach and "Whittier. 


Every supervisor has his chairmanships. It is his duty 


to work out much of the detail before it goes to the board 
for approval. One man has highways and bridges, another 
hospitals and public welfare, another flood control, another 
finance, etc. 
If departmental chairmanships were abolished 


the work of the entire county would then be dumped on 
the table of the board of supervisors each day, and the 
board would be obliged to'sit together constantly each day, 
scanning every big and little item from its incipiency, 
and at all times unprepared for each item. 
Every 


county departmental head would have to wait until he 
could appear before the board as a whole, instead of lay- 
ing his matters before one supervisor, who now acts as an 
intermediary between these departmental heads and the 
board. The result would be chaos and confusion. 


There is no way of telling what asinine propaganda 


is to be worked out next by these amateur flood control 
engineers and professional trouble-makers. But it is cer- 
tain that no attention will be paid to this latest attack. 
Politics is a big equation in flood control as well as all mat- 
ters handled by the county, and the people will probably 
have to grind their teeth and bear it. v~" "n"'+ 1""m thp 
little schemers from scheming.

Walnuts, Then and Now— 


Under the heading "Ten Years Ago,'' a column print- 


ed each week inx the Argus, reminiscent of ^happenings of 
a decade gone, this newspaper set forth an item last week 
showing the prices received at that time. The paragraph 
was a reprint of n story of walnut prices, and declared 
that the amount set for the year's crop were the highest 
ever paid, a world's record at that time. The amounts set 
were 20 cents for No. 1 softshells, 16 cents for No. 2's, and 
24 cents for fancy budded stock. The growers of Southern 
California were to receive $6,000,000 for the crop. 


In the same issue the Argus printed the walnut prices 


for this season, as follows: 21 cents for Diamond No. 1; 
Diamond large budded, 25 cents; Diamond medium budded, 
19 cents; Emerald No. 1, 18y2 cents; Emerald large budded, 
22y2 cents; Emerald medium budded, 17 cents; Emerald 
baby, 13 cents. These figures are stated to be approximate- 
ly 25 per cent lower than last year. And in the last ten 
years the walnut industry has grown in acreage and in 
the bearing capacity of the trees, until $25,000,000 per year 
is being realized. 


Citizens of the upper San .Gabriel valley will readily 


remember the time when the land where some of the finest 
walnut groves now stand was a plain where wheat or bar- 
ley was raised. The old thirty-six mule team, or steam 
harvesters of "Lueky" Baldwin lumbered over the ground 
in the early fall, and the owner was indeed lucky if he got 
six sacks to the acre. A good deal of "Liicky's" luck 
seems to have come to his heirs after he died, rather than 
to the old horseman with the colorfiil career. This great 
plain south of Covina was subdivided shortly after Bald- 
win's death. Water was found in abundance in the under- 
ground reservoirs. 
Today this marvelous West Covina 


walnut country is second to none in the state in production. 
A truly wonderful transformation, and one that has 
brought wealth aJid happiness to the pioneers who had the 
vision to change the bare plains into an orchard paradise.

THORPES LEAVE HOLY LAND 


FOR CONSTANTINOPLE AND 


WILL SOON BE ON WAY HOME

uiul drove to Caportmni 
V>y auto. 


Hero wo H:HV the wonderful ruins 
of Herod's temple at tho north end 
of the sea of Galilee. We called at 
the monastery of old Father Teppa, 
a Franciscan monk in brown robes, 
nnd admired his lovely garden and 
had a splendid view of Galileo from 
end to end. Here the Jordan empties 
into this sea and we motored up the 
river and crossed an ancient stone 
arched bridge. We motored about 
for hours and arrived at Damascus, 
one of the oldest cities in the world. 


On entering the city we passed 


several large, troops of soldiers en- 
training for garrison duty in the 
interior, a rough looking lot of sol- 
diovs, both black and white, many 
Arabs, but all well and modernly 
uniformed and armed. The natives 
attacked the French garrison here 
about a year ago and killed several 
thousand French troops, and. in re- 
taliation the French shelled the town 
and did some terrible damage, de- 
stroying whole city blocks of resi- 
dences and stores and killing the 
women and children unmercifully. 
The streets in many places still had 
the barbed wire entanglements hi 
place, as well as the earthworks used 
in the general fighting. It was the 
worst wreckage wo have seen any- 
where, and wo were told by the res- 
idents of the terrible suffering of the 
people and the reigu of terror. This 
only a-"few months ago, and yet to- 
day all is as tranquil ns 'could be 
desired. 


Here we met Dr. Essenberg, a 


California woman from La Jolla who 
is conducting a girls' school, non- 
sectarian, and has some ninety girls 


enrolled. Slio is doing a grand work, 
tojtchiniji all the girls sowing and nil 
kinds of needlework and the general 
English branches'. jShe has done all 
this on iier own resources and has 


ide wonderful progress in the two 


years she has been here. The wo- 
man's club at La Jolla, California, 
has lent her some vory valuable as- 
sistance. She is a graduate of the 
University of California and speaks 
five languages. She served us tea 
and afterward took us to see the 
home of a wealthy Mohammedan. 
Ho was a most polished gentleman 
in European dross and speaking some 
Knglish he learned at college,. The, 
outside of the home was a high wall 
without any windows, facing a street 
so narrow our auto could not drive 
in it. When we entered the door we 
were ushered by an Arab servant in 
turban, native custom. We walked 
through a hall into one of tho love- 
liest patios or courts I' have ever 
seen, a big marble fountain in the 
center with water playing, and the 
floor paved in black and 
white 


squares of marble. Flowers every- 
where, large hibiscus trees, oranges, 
lemons, peaches (which were ripe 
and very delicious), as well fts figs 
and dates. We did not see his wife 
for she could not appear before men 
without veil, but his two lovely 
daughters, one 14 and one 16 years 
old, 
were of the new age and did 


not wear the veil and had bobbed 
hair. They spoke French and some 
English and were beautiful in man- 
ners, as well as in looks. 


We were shown into tho salon or 


drawing room, most clegently fur- 
nished with exquisite oriental rugs 
on the marble floors. The high ceil- 
ing had suspended from it a crystal 
'chandelier. We were shown the gar- 
den, full of lovely plants, and fine 


vegetables in smother patio. On one 
side of it ran ti big nireatn of water 
in 
11 stone ditch, with nutlets pro- 


vided fur irrigating. We were then 
shown 
the 
livingrooni, with low 


punches nround three sides, covered 
with, lovely ttipcstry, and more mre 
rugs on the floor. Next, the dining- 
room, whore we were served Arabian 
eoHVe thick as syrup and most deli- 
cious tasting. It was snrvod by an 
Arab woman in native costume. Lit- 
tle china, cups in brass holders were 
used. It was a treat to see the in- 
terior of this lovely home and re- 
ceive such hospitality.

The shops and bazaars are inter-

walk all day with a load, pick their 
feed on the desert plains and hills 
at night, and can go seven days 
without water, but when possible 
they drink a little every day. 


We had three dnys in Damascus 


and were sorry when it came time 
to leave. We continued by motor 
from Damascus to Baalbek, the old, 
old city where Abraham and Solo- 
mon each built some grand temples, 
the ruins of which are still in fine 
condition. Some of the columns still 
standing are TVs feet in dinmctei 
and GO foot high. There are blocks 
of stone in the wall 60 feet long 
and 12 feet high and 14 feet thick, 
laid up without anv cement or mor- 
tar, so carefully fitted that even to- 
day you cannot get a calling care 
between the joints. And one large 
rock at the quarry partly lifted to 
move is 72 feet long and 14 by 14 
What engineers these men were tc 
quarry the huge blocks of lime rod 
nnd move them one mile and a hal 
to the temple, which covers twelvi 
acres of ground! No engineer of th 
present day has yet solved how thos 
massive stores -•werei;..movo(l <;att 
placed in the buildings. The carvin 
on tho column and capitals, cornice 
gates and walls are still sharp an 
•clearcut and of exquisite design. Th 
German kaiser in 1878 made a lo 
of extensive excavations and uncov 
ered many of the fine ruins we so 
today, and other archeologists ar 
still excavating. 


Our next drive was to Tiberius o 


the Mediterranean, which finishe 
our long automobile trip from Jeru 
salem. Here we waited for two day 
for a steamer and had a fine chanc 
to see the splendid work of the Nea 
East 
Belief 
in 
their 
industria 


schools and the Armenian rofug 
camp built mostly of old five-gallon 
oil cans, where some 2000 are beiiij 
cared for and helped. Their indue 
trial school and store is about self 
supporting and they have some fin 
American men and women helping 
in the work. Wo visited the Armon 
iaiv university 
of Beirut, whcr 


they have a splendid institution ai 
are doing a fine work with 750 stu 
dents enrolled and seven five-stor 
buildings with 40 acres of campu 
on a hill overlooking the city an 
harbor.

Our good friend, the 
Australian, left us at Beirut and 
went to Port Said enroute for his 
home, but Dr. Sizoo of Washington 
is with us to Constantinople. Sun- 
day morning we six, the only Ameri- 
cans on board ship held services in 
Dr. Sizoo's cabin and he gave us 
a splendid sermon on the events of 
the Holy Land which we had visited 
together, and had a beautiful relig- 
ious service. Our fellow passengers 
included a family of Turkish people, 
the daughter having learned some 
English at school and talked freely 
with us. 


A Hungarian lady from Budapest 


took six of us on shore at Smyrna, 
where we all were sadly impressed 
with the awful \yrcekagc of tho en- 
tire city, destroyed by the Turkish 
forces when tney captured it from 
Greece one year ago. Tho loss of life 
is unknown, but it must have been 
away up in the thousands, for the 
city was set on fire from the hills 
and attacked in tho rear and as tho 
inhabitants fled to tho sea they 
wore shot down by the shells of 
both armies. Many of the bodies 
still lay beneath tho wreckage of 
the stone buildings and the recon- 
struction, is just starting. Tho houses 
of the foreign legations are the only 
buildings that are not demolished, 
with the exception of the Moham- 
medan -mosques. We werii gliul to 
leave the scene of such awful huvoc 
and ruin and return to our ship. Our 
iady guide .speaks French, English, 
German, Turkish, and was of great 
help to us. Her husband is in busi- 
ness ut Beirut, where he has tho 
agency for the Miclieliu tires in 
•Syria. We also saw a few of Irven 
Reynolds' cars here und a few Chev- 
rolets und one Fordson tractor. The

valley and the Hudson river. 


The rotiirn trip was through New 


Jersey. Pennsylvania and Ohio, and 
after stopping again in Michigan 
the party motored west through In- 
diana, Ilinois, Iowa and South Da- 
kota, and through the Black Hills.

Concrete paving was picked up again 
some distance west of Topeka, and 
from that on there was paving all 
the distance until Iowa was reached 
on the return trip. Through Iowa 
there is a great deal of road con- 
struction, but by the end of this 
season the major portion of that 
state can be crossed on concrete 
pavements. 


'One of the highlights of the. trip 


was a visit to the battlefield of Get- 
tysburg. The party visited the lodge 
at the summer white house in the 
Black hills, which had just been va- 
cated by the presidential party. The 
most troublesome part of the trip 
was across the state of Wyoming, 
whpre, on account of recent rains 
and a large amount of road construc- 
tion work, the Lincoln highway, was, 
almost impassable. It will be a long 
time before this road is in good 
shape, as the work that is being 
done is not of a permanent nature. 
One day on the Lincoln highway the 
party drove 45 miles and was glad to 
call it: a day. From Salt Lake west 
over the Victory highway the road 
was for the most part excellent, al- 
though a detour of 25 or 30 miles a 
little east of Reno is very bad. Af- 
ter Reno was reached there was no 
road difficulty whatever. 


The weather for the most part was 


fine. Only a few days of hot weather 
were experienced on the entire trip, 
the worst being across the Mojave 
desert. The trip from Barstow to 
\eedles was made at night, the par- 
y reaching Needles about midnight. 
t was.just as hot at that hour as 
at midday, but the glare of the sun 
vas avoided. 


No motor difficulty was experienc- 


id and only one tire puncture until 
he party reached Aberdeen on the 
ettirn trip.
